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TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, Tuesday the fifth day of March, 1974 A.D., at one o’clock in 
the afternoon, at which time the polls shall be open and shall not close 
earlier than eight o’clock in the afternoon, to act on Articles 1 and 2. 
Articles 3 through 30, both inclusive, shall be considered at seven-thirty 
in the afternoon: 


Article 1. To choose a Delegate to the Constitutional Convention. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following amend- 
ments to the Zoning Ordinance: 


1) Article V, Section 501 add: “it being understood that one 
single-family dwelling only, be erected on a two-acre lot.” 


2) Article V, Section 501 (setback) add: “that a minimum 
front yard (setback) fifty feet from the edge of the public 
right-of-way be accepted.” 


3) Article VII, Section 701.1 amend to read: “ no building 
permit for buildings requiring sewage will be approved 
unless the application is accompanied by an approval for 
construction which is approved by the New Hampshire 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission Staff.” 


Article 3. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three 
years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer 
of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Trustee 
of the Trust Funds for a term of three years, a member of the Board of 
Adjustment for a term of five years and three persons for a term of one 
year each to act as appointing authority to appoint temporary members 
of the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death 
or absence of any permanent member or members, and a Trustee of the 
Carolina Crapo Fund for a term of six years.

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to approve the following salary 
schedule for Town Officers:

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $3600.00 for the 
purchase of a police cruiser and authorize the withdrawal of $3600.00 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Article 6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the 
following budget:

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $6350.00 
for a new tractor-loader and new mowing machine and authorize the 
withdrawal of $6350.00 for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act 
of 1972. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the physical assets, 
inventoried below, of the Sugar Hill Fire Department and undertake to 
accept the responsibility of providing fire protection for the Town and 
to empower the Board of Selectmen on behalf of the Town to accept such 
assets and to create within the municipal organization a fire department 
and to budget salaries and other expenses required to maintain a fire 
department. Assets to be conveyed to the Town: 1. 1962 International 
Truck, Serial Number FD15481F, 2. 1939 Ford Truck, Serial Number 
18-025-828, 3. 1952 Chevrolet Truck, Serial Number 2VWE4271, 4. All 
accessories for the above trucks including hose, pumping equipment, 
ladders and breathing equipment, 5. The Fire Department building and 
contents, 6. Radio Equipment including the base station, plectrons and 
radios in trucks. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $6200.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to designate the following Town 
roads as “scenic roads” as defined in the New Hampshire RSA 253:17, 18 
and 1973 supplements: Birches Road, Blake Road, Grand View Road from 
Lovers’ Lane to Lipson’s driveway, Lafayette Road, Lovers’ Lane. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 to be used by the Conservation Commission for the 
improvement and upkeep of Coffin Pond. 


Article 12. To see if the Town of Sugar Hill will vote to become a 
member of the North Country Council, organized July 1978. The Council’s 
authority is conferred by RSA 36:45-53. It is advisory to local govern- 
ments in the region. Member representatives of the Council are appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen, as provided by State law. Two repre- 
sentatives will be appointed from this Town. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $484.00 as the Town’s share for operation of the North Country 
Council for one year, beginning July 1, 1974. These funds will be used 
for financing staff, office and general operating expenses, regional plan- 
ning studies, technical assistance to member communities, and other 
programs of the Council. These funds may be used in conjunction with 
State and Federal funds available for planning purposes. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to 
appoint a “Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Committee”, consisting 
of three persons, who shall serve without pay, pursuant to New 
Hampshire RSA 53-B:1. 


Article 15. If Article 14 is adopted, to see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $3000.00 for the expense of the Com- 
mittee, pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 53-B:4. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to create a Watershed Flood 
Control Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1000.00 for the 
same this year and to authorize the Selectmen to make expenditures 
as necessary. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize a seven member 
Planning Board for the Town of Sugar Hill, pursuant to New Hampshire 
RSA 36:4. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning 
Board to adopt Regulations of Subdivision of Land as provided in 
RSA 36:19. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, contract for and accept aid from the government of the United 
States and the government of New Hampshire and authorize the Select- 
men to expend such funds. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to indemnify and save harmless 
its Officers and Employees from personal financial loss and expense, 
including reasonable legal fees and costs, if any, arising out of any claim, 
demand, suit or judgement by reason of negligence or other act resulting 
in accidental injury to a person or accidental damage to or destruction 
of property, if the indemnified person at the time of such act or omission 
was acting within the scope of his employment or office, pursuant to 
New Hampshire RSA 31:105. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to accept as its Official Town 
Seal, a replica of the American Bald Eagle, carved by and donated to 
the Town by Roger Aldrich, which appears on the front wall of the Town 
Meeting House. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to have the Town Tax Map 
prepared pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 31:95A, to be completed 
prior to January 1, 1980. To further see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to enter into a contract to accomplish this task for a 
cost not to exceed $12,000.00, to be paid over a period of three years, 
and to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3000.00 for this year’s proportionate cost. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5000.00 for the Equipment and Building Reserve Fund. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $600.00 as the Town’s portional contribution to the health and 
hospitalization insurance of the Town’s full-time employees. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to 
appoint a committee of five persons, including one selectman, to study 
the effects of the Homeowners’ Exemption Provisions of RSA 72, and to 
make such report and recommendations to the Board of Selectmen no 
later than January 1, 1975 for inclusion in the warrant of the annual 
meeting in 1975. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one 
percent (1%) to be made to those persons who shall pay taxes within a 
period of three (8) weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply the Highway Subsidy money to be received in 1974 to maintenance 
of highways. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to 
appoint such committees as seem necessary. 


Article 30. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


As we look back on 1973 we find it somewhat difficult to recall the 
highlights. This is probably all to the good because it is almost imposs- 
ible to climb the peaks without descending into the valleys. Which is 
one way of saying that we can be brief as far as the 1973 news is 
concerned because rather than being sad or glad it was sort of ho-hum. 


We had storm windows installed on the Meetinghouse and expect 
that they have improved our ability to heat the auditorium, but we 
aren't certain of this, as the energy “crunch” forced us to drastically 
curtail the use of the building. We expect to be back in full operation 
by Town Meeting time. 


During the past year a committee headed by David McPhaul has 
studied the future needs of the Fire Department. Their report and 
recommendations are included elsewhere. We think that the report has 
great merit and hope that the Town will vote favorably on the related 
articles in the 1974 warrant. 


Incidently, in August, 1978, the Sugar Hill Fire Department passed 
its twenty-fifth birthday without fuss, feathers or celebration. The 
one charter member left on the department list of active members 
said, “Many happy returns of the day.” No further comment. 


Chief Albert Aldrich resigned effective as of July 1, 1973, due to 
matters of health. We were sorry to see him leave the office for he 
has done a great deal to advance the department. Harry Reid accepted 
election to the office in December and we are sure the department is 
in good hands. 


The Franconia-Sugar Hill bridge situation seems headed for a reason- 
able solution with a new bridge planned for construction in 1974 on 
about the same location as the old one. 


In the latter part of our 1973 report we stated that if the budget 
was adopted as presented there should be a decrease in the Town Tax 
rate and a substantial increase in the capital reserve funds. Well, we 
are now “off the hook” for both predictions have proven to be true. 
You will note that we emphasized the words “Town Tax” and care- 
fully avoided making predictions about the School and County Tax 
rates...If you will look at the chart entitled “Amounts Raised by Tax- 
ation Since 1962” you will note that the Town Tax dropped from $33,000.00 
in 1972 to $381,000.00 in 1973. This drop, however, proved to be only a 
“drop in the bucket” when compared with the increases in the School 
and County taxes and was nowhere near large enough to prevent a 
sharp rise in the total tax rate. Oh, well, we did try. 


Lil. 


In the fall we had a very disturbing difference of opinion between the 
Board of Selectmen in the role of Zoning Ordinance enforcers and a 
group of citizens. There was a well-attended hearing of the matter 
conducted by the Board of Adjustment, complete with cheering sections 
for both sides. The result of the hearing was that the Board of Se- 
lectmen was upheld in its original ruling and then a Special Exception 
was granted enabling the group of citizens to do what they had wished 
to do in the first place. 


We feel that the difference of opinion may have been aggravated by 
inadequate communication between the parties involved. It really isn’t 
necessary to communicate with the Board of Selectmen through an 
attorney. We are visible and accessible... We meet once each week at 
the Meetinghouse and our home phones are listed. While we must 
confess to having “barked” at some people in the past, we categorically 
deny ever having “bit” anyone. We hope that anyone with a town 
problem will come in and discuss it with us before engaging an attorney 
to do the same thing. If you want to know how we feel about some- 
thing, ask us. We'll tell you. We will also explain your rights if you 
don’t understand them. If we should still have a difference of opinion 
after discussion we will explain your right of appeal. Beside all that, 
there is one other reason for mutual discussion of our problems---we 
really don’t get paid enough to enjoy being cast in the role of “hard- 
hearted villains.” 


Well, how about 1974? We have a very long warrant for the 1974 
annual meeting. Should be enough controversey to satisfy everyone. 
Seriously, the long warrant is unavoidable as it is necessary to discuss 
each of these issues. The dump problem is very pressing and must 
be solved by July 1, 1975. The Tax Map must be done by 1980 and 
since the average preparation time is three years we need to start 
now. The Planning Board needs an answer to the continuing question 
of subdivision regulation. The many other articles are equally im- 
portant. We will solve nothing by procrastination. 


We hate to belabor the subject of “Open Space” and are somewhat 
reluctant to bring it up again but the 1973 Revised Version of the 
Current Use Tax Law is with us and goes into effect as of April 1, 1974. 
We haven’t had a chance to catch our breath from the last round yet. 
And would you believe that there has actually been proposed a third 
version for the Special Legislative Session of 1974? 


It is possible that you didn’t notice the 5% shift in valuation caused 
by the 1972 vintage Open Space law, but whether you did or didn’t you 
will surely notice the effect of the 1973 version. 


The “Good News” first---To begin with, the ante is still 10 acres. If 
you can’t put 10 acres into the pot, you can’t play the game. The cate- 
gories are: (1) “Farm Land”, same as before. (2) “Forest Land”, same 
as before. (3) “Wild Land”, a new category which bluntly stated means 
that if the land is undeveloped but qualifies as neither farm nor forest 
land it ought to qualify for some kind of tax reduction. (4) “Recreation 
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Land”, if the land qualifies for one of the other categories and is open 
to the public without fee, i.e. not posted, it qualifies for an additional 
reduction in assessment. (5) “Wetland”, do you have any swampy land? 
If so this is for you. And the beautiful part is that you don’t need 10 
acres to qualify here, any amount will do. (6) “Flood Plain”, too compli- 
cated to explain but no reduction in assessment in any case, just sympathy. 


Now that isn’t all. If your land still doesn’t qualify for any of these 
categories, don’t lose hope, as we still may have something for you 
called an “Easement”. You give us an easement guaranteeing no de- 
velopment for 10 years and we will give you a tax reduction. 


Now we have to come to the “Bad News”---There still is no such 
thing as something for nothing. Bear in mind the fact that by selectively 
reducing assessments we are NOT reducing the amount of overall 
taxes. What we are doing is reducing the tax base and increasing the 
tax rate to raise the same amount of money. The end result is that 
those people who have land which qualifies for reduced assessment may 
pay less taxes than before while those people who do not have quali- 
fying land will pay more taxes than before. 


The Budget which we have prepared for 1974 really isn’t all that bad, 
considering the amount of inflation that we are all faced with. If the 
budget should, by some miracle, be adopted in its entirety, we would 
experience a net increase of approximately $5,000.00 in the amount 
raised for Town Tax. We don’t feel ashamed of this in the year when 
the cost of buying groceries has risen by 50%.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT STUDY COMMITTEE 


January 14, 1974 


Selectmen’s Office 
Town of Sugar Hill

Re: Sugar Hill Fire Department 
Gentlemen: 


As you know, at the March 1973 Town Meeting, the moderator was 
instructed to appoint a committee to “study the future needs of the 
Fire Department, including but not limited to, a new fire station and 
change to a municipally owned and operated department.” Accordingly, 
enclosed is our report: 


I. Conversion to a municipally owned and operated department: 
Sugar Hill currently has in excess of five million dollars worth 
of buildings and this figure continues and will continue to grow 
as more and more homes are built. Fire protection for these 
buildings is a tremendous responsiblity. At the present time, 
the town is receiving fire protection and other benefits from a 
private corporation called the Sugar Hill Fire Department, 
which in reality is providing this service by its own good will 
and is under NO obligation to do so. 


It is our opinion that fire protection is a municipal responsi- 
bility just as is road maintenance, police protection, etc. Sugar 
Hill has accepted this fact by seeing fit to appropriate funds 
for the operation of the department for the last several years. 
The Sugar Hill Fire Department has no real means of generating 
income for maintenance of its equipment and building or for 
purchasing NEW equipment, but the town with its large tax 
base would have the means to support a fire department. Other 
advantages of a municipal department would be the use of 
preferential buying by the town, use of depreciation and the 
equipment reserve fund for providing a means of replacing 
equipment, and finally better liability protection for members 
of the department. (At the present time, the members, officers 
and the Corporation must bear the responsibility for liability 
during a fire whereas with a municipal department, the town 
would bear most of the liability.) 


A fire department is a valuable asset to the whole community; 
for besides providing fire protection with our own limited 
equipment, we are able, by belonging to Mutual Aid, to request 
and receive assistance from virtually every fire department in 
the area at no charge. 
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Another factor which we think is a very important consideration 
in maintaining a fire department is insurance costs. By having 
a fire department in Sugar Hill, there is a premium savings of 
$2.00 per thousand dollars of insurance carried per year for 
everyone living within 3 miles of the station. With Franconia 
covering the Streeter District, almost everyone living in Sugar 
Hill benefits in this way from our having a department. For 
example: For a home insured at $30,000 within 3 miles of the 
station, there is a $60.00 per year savings in insurance premi- 
ums. There is an additional premium savings of $2.80 per 
$1,000.00 of insurance carried per year on building contents. 


For these reasons: (1) providing adequate fire protection, 
(2) qualifying for mutual aid, (3) insurance savings, and (4) be- 
cause fire protection is a municipal responsibility, we would 
recommend that the following article be inserted in the 1974 
town warrant: 


Article’. {aaen To see if the Town will vote to accept 
the physical assets (inventoried below) of the Sugar Hill 
Fire Department and undertake to accept the responsi- 
bility of providing fire protection for the Town and to 
empower the Board of Selectmen on behalf of the Town 
to accept such assets and to create within the municipal 
organization a fire department and to budget salaries and 
other expenses required to maintain a fire department. 


Assets to be Conveyed to the Town: 

1. 1962 International Truck, Serial number FD15481F 

2. 1939 Ford Truck, Serial number 18-025-828 

3. 1952 Chevrolet Truck, Serial number 2VWE4271 

4. All accessories for the above trucks including hose, 
pumping equipment, ladders and breathing equipment 
The Fire Department building and contents 
Radio equipment including the base station, plectrons 
and radios in trucks 


Il. Needs of the Sugar Hill Fire Department: 
1. Personnel: 
There is a definite need for additional new and younger 
members in the department, and more training for all 
members.

2. Equipment: 
As you know, the department currently has an antique 
1989 Ford support vehicle, a 1954 Dodge 4x4, a 1952 
Chevrolet pumper and a 1962 International. Even with 
improved maintenance the three older trucks cannot be 
depended on and the certification of the International 
expires in three years, therefore, we see a definite need 
in the very near future of acquiring a primary attack unit 
or at least a heavy duty pumper with a good supply of hose. 
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3. Station: 

The current fire station stands on land controlled by the 
Sugar Hill Improvement Association and there is no lease 
nor has there been a lease since 1969. Also, the current 
building is in need of a new roof and other repairs. To 
put it bluntly, it is inadequate in terms of the minimum 
codes for fire stations on the basis of construction, (should 
be masonary), room for storage and maintenance of equip- 
ment and training, heating and electrical systems, ete. 


Being appraised of the needs of the Fire Department, particularly 
in terms of equipment and a station, we would recommend that the 
selectmen seriously consider, or at least study the feasibility of ac- 
quiring a new primary apparatus and the construction and financing of 
a new fire station.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every town, 
city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone 
wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground in not covered with 
snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire warden. Except 
for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire 
warden is assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who 
works for the Department of Resources and Economic Development 
Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the 
fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the Bear 
is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help from the 
public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing 
with matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their 
hand is a potential forest fire.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The continued support of the library by the townspeople is a source 
of great satisfaction to the librarian and the trustees. Money, books, 
magazines and records were donated by many interested persons for 
which the library is deeply grateful. Also greatly appreciated was a 
bookcase donated by the Willing Workers in memory of the former 
librarian, Alice Smith, Eva Bowles, and Orrie Jesseman. 


During the year there were two exhibitions for the public. One, of 
patchwork quilts, -some of which were over seventy-five years old, -was 
very popular. The Lucky Clover 4H Club exhibit of its fine excellent 
ceramic work done under the leadership of Mrs. Enzo Serafini was very 
well received. 


The Crapo Memorial School children continue to come to the library 
during the spring months to make use of its services. During the winter, 
because of the severe weather, the library loans books and records to 
the school. 


The library is developing a genealogical section. So far, pamphlets 
are available concerning source materials as well as methods of searching 
one’s family tree. More material is continuously being added. 


From time to time, requests are received for information concerning 
the history of Sugar Hill. The available material is limited and infor- 
mation on this subject would be welcome. This might be a possible 
project for an interested group to gather facts about our town while 
some of our old-timers are still around to give us the benefit of their 
reminiscences. 


As a small library with a limited budget it is very helpful to have the 
benefit of the State Library Bookmobile. This year 1,971 books and 
records were borrowed. It is also possible to call upon the State Library 
in Concord for reference books which are not available in the library. 
This year several adults as well as students have taken advantage of 
this service which can be obtained upon request to the librarian. 


Films may also be borrowed from the State Library for service groups 
or organizations. There is no charge for this. The librarian wishes to 
remind the community that books may be delivered to shut-ins upon 
request and large print books are available for those who have trouble 
with their sight. 


The librarian completed a course in Library Administration at Plymouth 
State College. The trustees and librarian also attended several book 
selection meetings sponsored by the N.H. State Library. 


The library tries to answer the needs of the community and therefore 
suggestions for improving its services are welcome. The librarian thanks 
the Board of Trustees for its fine cooperation and the many people who 
have helped the library in so many ways.
